Some years ago a vory good piétute ap- 
Lae in Punch representing two Londoners 
ing ata little country inn‘on a very warm- 
day in the month of August: Not unnatur- 
ally, they demanded of the waiter .somé ice, 
as they seem to have shared the usual’ pre- 
judice agiinat warm champagne; and the 
contemptuous surprise of that worthy for the 
two Londoners was very comically oxpressed. 
«Dear me!" was his muttored comment, ‘ico 
in August!, Anybody could see whore they 
came from, to expect ice in the middle of 
summer.” But when the artist pourtrayed 
this undeniably clever sketoh he would him- 
self have been quite as much astonished as 
the country waiter had he been told that ina 
short time skating. would have become a 
favourite summer recreation, Ice in sum- 
mer and snow in harvest was a type of the 
incongruous and impossible in Solomon’s
